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Entertaining An Angel?

Hebrews 13: 1-2 states: "Let brotherly love 
continue. Do not neglect to show hospitality 
to strangers, for thereby some have enter- 
tained angels unawares." RSV 

Did Faith Community do exactly 
that — entertain an angel without 
knowing it? 

Avery elderly gentleman had been 
away from churches for years. His 
wife had died, and he was lone- 
some, living all alone in the moun- 
tains overlooking Lyons. He had 
passed our church on the highway 
many times on his regular route, so 
he decided to just stop in one Sun- 
day. When he saw so many little 
children, he asked our pastor if this 
was some special Sunday for them, 
and was told, "Oh, no, this is just 
how many children come to Sunday 
School each week." He loved little 
ones, and was very impressed. He'd 
never seen so many children at 
church! 

He went in to our worship service 
and sat near the front, as he was 
nearly deaf. He was not dressed in 
clothes with designer labels, but in a 
corduroy sport coat that had seen 
its better days. He was a bit un- 



shaven, but had the bluest eyes, 
with a twinkle in them like the pro- 
verbial Santa Claus. Folks seated 
around him greeted him, and he 
was touched by the friendliness, as 
he lived such an isolated life. He 
couldn't hear much of what they 
said to him, but the warmth reached 
him anyway. He came back week 
after week, driving his old maroon 
jeep down the rough, winding moun- 
tain road, rain or shine, snow or ice. 




He attended the adult Sunday 
School class, and often told us that 
Faith was his "family" and the only 
one he had. He looked forward all 
week to his Sunday worship at 
Faith. On his 80 th birthday, he was 
brought to tears as his friends at 
Faith surprised him with a birthday 
cake. No one had baked him a 
cake in ages! He asked us why we 
were so nice to him, just an old 
man. 



Over the years, as his health failed, 
Faith members showed him that he 
truly was a part of our family. He 
desperately wanted to come down 
to church each Sunday. He could 
no longer drive, so Sunday after 
Sunday, members tackled that vir- 
tually impassable road to pick him 
up for services, and return him 
safely home. Whenever he was 
hospitalized, we watched over him, 
members and Pastor checking on 
him daily. He was so very apprecia- 
tive. He often said he couldn't be- 
lieve how kind folks were to him, 
just an old man. 

The Lord protected him, as one 
Sunday, when he was very weak, 
but insistent on coming to church, 
he fell. Where? Right on our church 
steps ! Members took him to the 
hospital, stayed with him all day, 
waiting for x-ray reports, until he 
was settled in, and nurses taking 
care of him. After several extended 
hospital stays, and 24-hour nursing 
care at home, he finally was moved 
to a local nursing home, where Faith 
members could visit him. He was 
able to go back to his beloved home 
in the mountains one last time. On 
Easter Sunday, 2003, the Lord took 
his servant home. Our Pastor Dan 
said the timing was perfect.

After Hans Hansen's death, many 
of us were shocked to learn of his 
history. He had been born in 
Norway, of Danish parents, com- 
ing to the USA at age two. Hans 
was working in Minneapolis as a 
printer and bookbinder when 
World War II broke out. He en- 
listed in the Army and eventually 
came to Leadville, Colorado, to 
train at a mountain troop-training 
Many Scandinavians and former 
Olympic skiers were in the troop, training on ridges back 
of the Continental Divide, at 12,000 feet. Later in the 
War he earned the European Service Medal and four 
Bronze Stars. He had been in the Battle of Normandy, 
fought on D-Day, and was wounded in action. He also 
served in northern France, the Ardennes, and Rhine- 
land. Like so many veterans of our wars, Hans never 
told us of his military bravery and honors. 

After the War, he owned the El Rancho Hansen Motel in 
Boulder, Colorado, the Concord Motel at Ft.Garland, 
Colorado, and finally the famous Hotel Colorado, in 
Glenwood Springs from 1955-1962. After retiring he 
built his own large mountain retreat with a marvelous 
view of the valley below, where he lived with his wife 
until her death. 

Many of us assumed Hans was simply an elderly retired 
"mountain man" with very few financial resources. His 
old jalopy Jeep and his clothes would give one that im- 
pression. Faith Community didn't measure him by his 
appearance, but welcomed him and treated him the 
same as we do anyone entering our church doors. Hans 
so needed us in his life. Some of the twinkle in those 
deep blue eyes of his no doubt came from knowing all 
along that when he died he planned to leave his entire 
estate to his "Family at Faith." 

Now do you think we entertained an angel unawares?

Hundreds attend memorial service at Faith Community Lutheran

It was 10 years ago Sunday that Devi 
Suess stood in Washington, D.C., and 
honored her peer — her "good friend" 
— at the national Peace Officer's 
Memorial. 

Suess, a long-time detective with 
Longmont's Police Department, re- 
ceived a blue ribbon pin that day in 
memory of her close colleague, Beth 
Haynes. The 26-year-old Boulder 
police officer lost her life in April 1994 
while answering a domestic dispute 
call. 

On Sunday — National Peace Offi- 
cer's Memorial Day — Suess wore 
the pin again. 




"I only wear it on Beth's birthday and 
Peace Officer's Memorial Day," said 
Suess, glancing at the ribbon over her 
heart. "I think it changed a lot of lives 
the day that Beth was killed." 

Instead of making Suess want to quit 
the force, Haynes' death served as 
motivation, Suess said. 




"For 154 families whose lives have 
been shattered, for their beloved pub- 
lic servants whose lives truly mat- 
tered," Butler said. "There is an old 
adage that says that courage is not 
always characterized by a roar. But 
can simply be a person, at the end of 
the day, saying I can do more." 

Before a crowd of more than 200, 
Boulder Police Chief Mark Beckner 
said that although May 15 has be- 
come a day of mourning for those 
close to lost officers, it can also be a 
day of celebration. 



"What made it easy to come back to 
work were all the citizens lining the 
street at Beth's funeral," she said. 
"The best way for me to honor Beth 
was to keep doing the job we both 
signed up for." 

That job is one of sacrifice and risk. 
Last year, 154 federal, state and local 
enforcement officers across the coun- 
try lost their lives, including one in 
Colorado. 
Deputy Sheriff 
Travis Wayne 
Sass, with the 
Larimer 
County Sher- 
iff's Depart- 
ment in Fort 
Collins, died in 
a car accident 
June 29. 

Boulder 
County's me- 
morial service at Longmont's Faith 
Community Lutheran Church Sunday, 
Longmont Police Chief Mike Butler 
expressed his respect for Sass and 
the other fallen officers with a poem, 
titled, "Behold the Brave Men and 
Women." 





"We should feel blessed to have had 
them in our lives," Beckner said. "And 
remember, they were doing what they 
loved to do. For most police officers, 
policing is a passion and a calling." 

Just before a 21- 
gun salute, the 
sounding of 
"Taps," and a 
bagpipe rendition 
of "Amazing 
Grace," the church 
audience stood for 
a moment of si- 
lence. 

"Let's honor, re- 
Hi spect and cele- 
brate the profession 
they've chosen," Beckner said. "And 
be thankful we knew them. We will 
always be grateful. "

I took the kids to the Longmont Recreation Center the other day and had 
quite an experience in parenting and faith. JR wanted to go down the wa- 
terslide all by himself. While he is a great swimmer and has no fear of the 
water, he still isn't strong enough to swim with the current of the water at 
the bottom of the slide. I decided to let him try it anyway, and showed him 
how to hold onto the handles of the inner tube. I sat on the stairs at the 
entrance to the water in the "deep end" and waved to him as he walked up 
the stairs. The smile of encouragement on my face completely disguised 
the panic I felt in my heart. 

As I waited for him to come down the slide, I began to walk into the water 
closer and closer up to the slide in hopes of catching him on his way out. The lifeguard called me back and 
told me I wasn't allowed to be in that area and I would have to wait on the stairs. I told her I was a paranoid 
mother and reminded her that she needed to be ready to dive in if she wasn't going to let me be at the bot- 
tom of the slide. She gave me a smile of encouragement but it didn't help the panic still in my heart. 




I sat on the stairs and began to pray for JR's safety. I also began to repeat "Water is what 
we use in Baptism, it's not the cause of death. Water is what we use in Baptism, it's not the 
cause of death." Somehow, I was comforted by the reminder of Baptism, and just when I 
realized the panic subsiding, JR came flying out of the slide, holding tightly to the inner tube, 
and smiling from ear to ear. He was so proud of his 
accomplishment, and was having so much fun. He 
couldn't wait to go again. 



As I watched him go a second time (and then a third, and fourth...) I 
realized that this is what faithful parenting is about. We sit on the side 
and watch our kids climb the stairway of life, accomplishing tasks and 
going on adventures without us. As they try out new things and chal- 
lenge themselves, we give them smiles of encouragement and pray 
in the midst of our panic. We let them go, knowing that no matter 
what happens, they are washed and held in the waters of their bap- 
tisms.

Via de Cristo is patterned on Jesus' 
own example. He searched out and 
called a small group of potential lead- 
ers; He trained them by word and ex- 
ample and inspired them with a vision; 
He linked them together and sent them 
out into the world to bring the world to 
Him. 

Via de Cristo is a renewal movement 
of the church patterned on Jesus' ex- 
ample. Its purpose is to help those in 
the church understand their individual 
callings to be Christian Leaders . The 
leadership may be exercised in work 
situations, in the family and social life, 
in leisure activities, and within the 
Church environment. Leadership, in 
Via de Cristo, does not mean power 
over others, but influence on others; all 
of us need to be aware that we can 
exert a positive influence on those 
around us. 

What is Via de Cristo? 

Literally meaning "way of Christ", Via 
de Cristo is a short course in Christian- 
ity that is designed to provide all Chris- 
tians with a significant foundation for 
individual and community spiritual 
growth. Grace and Growth are com- 
bined in an exciting and energetic way. 
At the Via de Cristo the participants 
become increasingly aware that they 
are a part of a community abounding 
in God's grace. The three days are a 
triple encounter: with Christ; with 
Christian brothers and sisters; and 
with a Christian community. 

History of Via de Cristo 

Via de Cristo originated as the Roman 
Catholic Cursillo movement which be- 
gan in Spain in 1948 and moved to 
America in the late 50's. The first Lu- 
theran- sponsored Cursillos (the early 
name for Via de Cristo) were held in 
Miami, Florida in 1971 . In addition to 



the Roman Catholic and Lutheran 
movements there are similar expres- 
sions in the Methodist, Reformed, 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and other 
Christian churches. Today, more that 2 
million Christians in 50 nations have 
attended a "Cursillo" weekend. 

Format of The Weekend 
The Via de Cristo weekend is an expe- 
rience in Christian sharing and living. 
During the 72-hours, fourteen talks will 
be presented: Five talks are given by 
Lutheran pastors and nine by lay peo- 
ple. A final talk is given on sponsorship 
by the lay director. The weekend also 
includes chapel each morning, com- 
munion, small group discussions, 
sharing, music, singing, laughter, and 
prayer. The fourteen talks are dis- 
cussed by the participants and will in- 
clude a Christian perspective on the 
following subjects: 

Ideal 
Grace 

Lay People in the Church 

Importance of Study 

A Day in the Life of a Christian 

Apostolic Action 

Obstacles to a Life in Grace 

Christian Actions in the Community 

Each of the talks deals with living 
one's life in God's grace. 

Who Goes To Via de Cristo? 
Via de Cristo is not designed to con- 
vert anyone to Christianity. It is meant 
for those who are already faithful and 
committed to Christ and His church. 
Once again, the goal of Via de Cristo 
is to encourage Christians in their lives 
of faith and increase their awareness 
of grace and service to the Church and 
the world. During a Via de Cristo 
weekend, those who have previously 
attended are called "The Team", and it 
is their responsibility to serve you in 
every possible way. 



When is Via de Cristo Held? 

Weekends in the Colorado movement 
are generally held three times per 
year. Men's and Women's weekends 
are held in March and November, and 




a Co-ed weekend 
is held during June 
or July. 

How Can I Attend Via de Cristo? 

Contact the church office, or other 
members of FCLC who have attended, 
i.e. Pastor Dan & Cindy, Ed & Diane 
Broestl, Harlan & Janelle Olson, Kirk 
Olson, Shea Baker, Wayne & Kaydene 
Hubert, Ella Lien, Margaret Greene, 
Monte & Lorna Ott, and Jeanette 
Wittmer to name a few. In total, more 
than 40+ members from FCLC have 
attended a VdC weekend. 

What Happens After The Weekend? 

The weekend is only a beginning. 
What you learn and share during the 
weekend will hopefully be taken back 
and put into practice in your local con- 
gregation and community. You will be 
supported by many others who have 
attended a Via de Cristo before or with 
you. Small groups meet regularly 
(usually weekly) to affirm one another 
and to share the Christian life of 
Grace. These activities inspire, chal- 
lenge, and encourage Christian action 
in homes, churches, and communities. 

How Much Does The Weekend 
Cost? 

It is our policy to not charge pilgrims 
(you) for the weekend. It is a gift from 
God. 

May I Go with a Spouse or Friend? 

Yes, we strongly recommend that 
spouses and friends attend a first Via 
de Cristo weekend together. Marriages 
and friendships can be strengthened 
and deepened by the Via de Cristo 
experience. Fall and Spring Colorado 
weekends are split into all men and all 
women weekends, with the men going 
first. Since 2001 , there have been co- 
ed weekends in the summer. Spouses 
and friends are also encouraged to 
serve on teams together. 

In Summary 

Not everyone who attends a Via de 
Cristo weekend will receive the same 
benefit; but all who attend will be 
blessed, and most will be strength- 
ened in their desire to be a blessing in 
their churches and Christian communi-
